# any Prince, but the good onely 
have title to love, and commenda- 
tions: SnbjeRts mnſi, and firangers 
may, pay both ; who can plead no 
exemption from right,and cuſtome. 
The royall vertnes of the moſt 
puiſſant Prince CHaRLEs, hath 
ey mademe willing to nndertake,what 
my weakeneſſe tes me I am not able'to performe. The 
cuſtome of well-doing hath made it ſo naturall ro his 
MAIESTY, that tis become a taske of more diffculty 
for an Oratour to relate his aCtions , then for him to doe 
them : and he is fo frequent in the exerciſe of his yertues, 
that after ages will truely judge the bare hiſtory of his 
Acts tobe no other then a continued Panegyricke. I ſhall 
not meddle withall ; as neyther ambitious to be ſeene in 
His reaſons of State,nor curious to peepe into his cloſet, 
but preſent him ſuch as he preſents himſelfe in publique, 
and ſingle ont one particular,which once befe}l Him-in his 
Royall ſports: then the obje& of others diſcourſe , as ic 
hath beene ſince of my meditation, 
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Hunting hath ever bene an exerciſe in requeſt with the 

teſt Heroes Chiron trayned Achilles up in it, and 
pbes thonght it not unbefitting the compleateſt 
Prince, when he preſented it in his C374, whom he propo- 
ſeth as a patterne of perſetion. Nay, I have read of ſome 
people, who in the election of their Kings did eſpecially 
require that he were an expert hunter, The ancient Romans, 
however they did not praQice it at home, yet they did not 
diſlike it abroad,and I ſuppoſe it was rather want of conye- 


nience, then deſire to uſe it, which made them refraine it, - 


It was alwaies accounted an exerciſe maſculine, and mili- 
tary,as being the Schoole,and Theater of warre, and theres 
fore the Magnanimous King CuarLes makes ule of it, 
as a recreation,not an imployment free enough from what 
was imputed to Antiochus by his Countrey HoRt, That his 
care of his game made him negleRttull of his government, 
He makes it but a {weet retire from his more ſerjous affaires, 
ſolacing himſelfe in the ſhadow that he may be inured to the 
ſhocks of warre: Aget vice [peftaculi,quod ſequenti tempore 
poterit ſatis eſſe virture, Though he be the firſt borne Mo- 
narch of the Chriſtian fayth , and Salowon-like deſire to 
poſſeſſe his Throne in peace, yet he hath a portion of Da« 
vids ſpirit , and 15 not afrayd of warres. His goodneſſe 
makes him affect peace, bnt his wiſ:dome tels him the beſt 
meanes to conſerue 1t 1s a preparation for warre: therefore 
he ſets forth a royall Navy by Sea , therefore he delights 
in the martiall exerciſe of hunting by Land. Ceſar carryed 
a Penne in the one hand, and a Sword in the other, The 
moſt Invincible Cn an TLEs,hath in the one hand an Olive 
branch, the Embleme of peace; in the other a Palme, the 
Prognticke of: victory : propoſing to his enemies the 
ſame - Hponas that Rome did to Carghage, to make their 
choyſe. 

The ancient Heathensemtitled the ſame goddeſle, Dian, 
both to hunting , and chaſtity: in both which, the King 
hath ſo deepe a ſhare, that Hippolyras would thinke it an 
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hononr to be his ſecond. The compariſon being here as ap. 
poſite as inthe firſt application, to Cort antimople inregard 
of Kome, Dignins eft ab hoe ſecundum numnerars, quam 
ceterorium omnium primum- For his eminency in the one 
vertue, I take the voyce of the publique for a ſufficient 
proofe,and of hisexcellency inthe other 1 haye had no lefſe 
then experience, When at Newmarket, anno 1633, his 
Majeſty being attended with a glorious traine of Noble 
Courtiers, a purſued Hare runne for protection to his ſa - 
cred Perſon, and freed herſelfe from an eminent danger by 
taking ſanuary under his Horſes belly. An accident which 
how toever to others but a nine dayes wonder, made a 
deepe imprefſionin my thoughts, who imagined that little 
creature might afford ſome conſiderations, not miſ-beſee- 
ming ſo great a Majeſty. 

Perhaps ſhe ſignified the affability , and naturall cour- 
refie of the King, which makes him gracions inthe eyes of 
all his obſervers: ſhe being of old an Embleme of loveli- 
neſſe,and ſacred to that goddefle, which it may be,gave Phi/oNrart, 
occaſion to that jeſt put upen the Emperour A/exander '7 i0n 
Severus,

Perhaps ſhe knew the juſtice of the King , and how 
much hee tenders the effufion of blood , requiring the 
punauall obſervation of the old Rule,

Witnefle that memorable accident which befell in Fleec- 
fireet , where when the Sergeants had arrefied a man for 
debt, and werecarrying him to Priſon, ſome of his freinds 
or acquaintance , more tranſported by affection then judg- 
ment, attempted to reſcue him by violence, and among(t 
them one Sramphord, a Gentleman of good fame, but bad 
fouune, ſometimes an appendant to the late Duke of 
Buckingham, being more couragious then diſcxeet, by mil- 


fortune killed one of the company ; whereupon he was, 
accor-

according tothe uſuall forme of juſtice,ficſt apprehended, 
then condemned, and laſtly executed. Nor could the dea- 
reſt memory of his deceaſed Maſter, or the humble petiri. 
ons of the noble(t Courtiers, and ſuch as were in greateſt 
favour with the King , prevaile any thing for his pardon: 
howbeit he were a man which both had, and might haye 
done his Countrey better ſervice But offended juftice mult 
be ſatisfied ; and the cry of blood rung fo loud inthe Kings 
eares,that it drowned thoſe of the petitioners-He is armed 
with conſtancy again their importunity, and thinkes it 
not fit to beſtow a courtelie which might haply coſt the 
receivers a repentance» God himſelfe is oft bountifull in 
denying our requeſts; and the flight of Fa6i*e was accoun- 
ted for fortitude. Hereghe King triumphed overthe moſt 
inteſtine enemies, his pMſlions, and made it knowne to the 
world that he hath a ſoveraignety over himſelfe as well as 
over others: that his inclination to goodneſlle is as found 
in ſabſtance as ſpacious in ſhew, like Yirg#ls Elculns , the 
roote as deepe as the branches high- A reſolntion which 
hoids good againſt the threats of an enemy, doth often 
yeeld to the cntreaties of afriend: No violence to that of 
love,it is ſtrong as death : and yet he, who was never in- 
exorable,if the ſuit were honourable, ſtrongly denied what 
was earneſtly defired,by thoſe whom he mot affe&ed : and 
made the lawes of love give place to thoſe of the Land. 
His clemency knowes how to pardon anerrour, his diſcre- 
-tion how to correct a fault, and his juſtice how to puniſh 
a crime: which he ſometimes doth tor terrour to others, 
not becauſe of rigour in himſelfe. However he be thrifty 
in diſpenſing pardons for publique , yer he 1s ſuthciently 
prodjgall of private injuries: na hethat will puniſh mur- 
therers hath oft forgiven traytours: if to breake the Statutes, 
or deface the pifures of a petty Prince be more then petty 
treaſon , heconeludes it acrime of a deeper die to deface 
the Image of the King of Kings: and therefore will not 


indulge it, leſt his mercy to man ſhould make him guilty, 
an 
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and injurious to God. But where the fat immediately 
concernes himſelfe, he can as freely pardon malefatours, as 
they offend : he hath not grudged to let thoſe children 
enjoy their hereditary poſſethons,whole parents attempted 
to diſpoſſeſſe him of his Throne, to let the Exchequer looſe 
the commodity rather then he his clemency : thinking it 
ſometimes convenient to purchaſe that reſpect by favours, 
which he might exa& by force, that being a more proper 
a& of his goodnefle , this of his power ; and he being re- 
ſolved by Gods example,to be more rare in the exercite of 
this, more frequent in that. Bur I feare in this long excur- 
fion-I have runne counter. Therefore I returne, 

The Hare in her kind is endowed with a quicke hearing : 
which may well betoken the Kings facility in affording 
audience to the nibaneſt ſuiters- P/#tarke tels us the Hare 
was anciently the Hieroglyphicke of attention ; which is a 
knowne vertue in the King : his hand is eyer open to receive 
requeſts, and hiseare te heare:; nought but the unreaſona- 
bleneiie of the demand needs feare a denyall: his difire(- 
ſed Subjects never deſpaire of remedy , if he be once ac- 
quainted with their malady-The appeale of Afachetas hath 
not beene heard of in his dayes;againt whom when King 
Philip of Macedon had by inadvertancy paſſed ſentence, he 
made his appeale,a Philippo,ad Philippuns, from Philip win- 


' king to Philip waking: his vigilarcy ops all ſuch: and 


thats a quality may afford another parallel} 

The Hare is obſerved to ſleepe with her eyes open: where- 
by the &gyptians expreſſed the vigilancy ofa Magilirate, 
Video virgam vigulantem, ſayth the Prophet: and the rod 
with theeye in it is the Embleme of the Scepter.I he King 
rever {lumbers in the affaires of his people, but warcheth 
over them that they may fleepe ſecure ;and buyes their reft 
by his owne diſquiet. upiter told Agamemmon in Homer ,it 
was not for a man in office to leepe all night ; fit countell, 
both for a god to give,and a King totake: all night he mult 
not ſleepe, left he hazzard the publique, part he mult, lelt 


he endanger his private welfare.

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The Hare is ſoobſeryable for her ſwifines that it hath got 


' her a name in Latin,and a ſurname in Greeke:and the Aftro- 


fakes conRellation are excellent in that quality. The King of 
ſuch a ſwift, and mmble gate as 
hath bene ever tend ſometimes weariſome to his 
followers Pedibus velox Achilles is therunning title which 
Homer gives that worthy Heros and the vigorous,and lively 
pace of his Majeſty bewrayes in him a ſoule truely heroicall, 
and borne for a&tion,to which the body is a nimble Servant, 
no unweldy burthen. | 
To meet a Hare was held ominous to the ancients, Appa- 
rens lepua infauſtas reddit vias. But the ſuperſtition of Gen» 
tiliſme never enterd the heart of this Chriſtian Prince: while 
he that fits on Gods right hand is au(picious to him, he 
needs not feare any finifter avgury, whiles that Motto Riill 
holdstrue which he hath writ in letters of Gold,upon his 
Coynes,CHrISTo AvsSPICE REGNo. The worſt 
p:odigies pretend no 111 to good Princes: nor was this to 
him a forerunner of harme.but rather a foreteller of danger, 
for ſo it was not long after an aſſaſſinate being careleſle of his 
owne did plot againlt the life of his Soveraigne : but the 
providence of God reſpeRed the piety of the King, and 
i1uffered not the malice of his enemy to goe any Js 
thena trayterous Intention» 
urs cnram neget efſe ts deorum, 
Propter quem fruit innocens ruina ? 
was ſpoken of a petty King in name, bur is more true of a 
great one indeed-lt 1s juſt with God to honour them which 
honour him ; and preſerve their glory untouched who are 
render of his. When the Temple of Ye/#a was on fire,and 
Metellus the Prieſt loſt his eyes in reſcuing the Palladium 
from the flames, it was objeted to him by the Oratour, 
E5 propitios deos non eſſe quem ne ſervati quidem ſervant, But 
here we may more manifeftly diſcerne Gods mercy in the 
Kings delivery ; which is more apparantly glorious inhel- 


ping 
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ping out of dangers then preſerving from thetn, Srantia now 
poterant tetta probare deos, And perhaps the timorons Hare 
was ſent to forewarne him. The Fable reports, that when 
the Lyon the King of bealts, was adviſed to caſt off the 
Hare as unlerviceable for his Conrt, ſhe told him ſhe ſtood 
him inſtead of a ſwift Foot-poRt - and behold this Carryer 
comes to admonith the royall Lyon of Exg/andof his emi- 
nent perill from an unnatura!l Subjet, So ſacred is the 
Majeſty of Princes,that even the moſt unarmed beaſts will 
defend it, when men would violate it. Domitians Hare was 
not afrayd to playin the innocent jawes of his Lyons,wnich 
were farre more mercifull then their Maſter, whereupon the 
Poet tels her Aon 
Si vitare canum mor ſus, leprs improbe; quarts, 
Ad gue confugias ora leonts habes, h 
Thecaſe was the ſame with this, and the King ; who hath 
that of his Lyons, never to inſult over the proſirate, he is 
not cruell to the provokers of his juſtice, much leſſe to the 
implorers of his mercy when he puniſheth, it is the Magi- 
ftrate,not the man; with the hand of juſtice, not his owne; 
and thole that ſuffer under it cannot chuſe but adore it, 
Procrt like, Cephalig, cruentums Auſon, 
Diligit er percuſſa manum. cidy1. 

Philip of France was ſlaine in-hunting by a wild Boare: 
but CHARLES King of England, and France was more 
miraculouſly preſerved from a beaſt more ſavage, and not 
leſle pernicions, bad not his power to hurt beene inferiour 
to his will : this being permitted, but that reſtrained by a 
greater power of him who reckons this amongſt his royall 
prerogatives, that by-him Kingsraigne. 

The Hare hath yet one moſt obvfons quality, her feare ; 
for this I can finde no parallell in his Majeſty,unleſle it be 
that which S:den:# diſcovered in Theodoricke gimet timer:. 
His owne innocency, and the love of his people is a double 
guard which he moſt relies upon. He had rather,with Cyr, 
to be tiled, the father of his Countrey, then with cn— 
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the Maſter- His life ſo ſtri&,and unblameable;that to make 


2 man compleatly yertuous, there needs no other law bur 


his example, and tis ſayd Courtiers are beholding to him 
for a great ſhare of their goodneſſe; he having ſer them 
ſuch a faire copy , that they are aſhamed not to follow it, 


though they deſpaire to atraine it : and this1s it which be- 


gets inthem ſuch a generall loye to his perſon, net onely his 
place, which makes them like Hepheftion who loved Alex- 
ander not Crater who loved the King. They need wiſh 
no addition to their felicity,but the continnance of it : nay 
for the generall good of the Common-wealth,I conceive no 
prayer eyther more compendious or compleat then that 
which is directed to God for the ſole ſafety of the King : 
wherein I ſhall concurre with the publique vores of the 

ople: deſiring God eyer to defend him who isthe Defen- 
der of the Fayth, and like the Cherubim with the flaming 
Sword , doth guard this earthly Paradiſe , the Chnrch of 
Chriſt : that he may hold on in the ſame tenor he hath be- 

gun, and refle&King upon his former Acts pray for the 
futurs in the words of that ancient acclamation,
